There was an amazing scene at Bruce 
Stadium, Canberra, on Sunday when the 
Yugoslavian flag was torn down by a 
spectator shortly before kick-off in the 
Australia v Dinamo Zagreb match. 

The incident so incensed the touring Croatian team 
officials that they threatened to refuse to play. 

It took all the powers of persuasion of local officials 
to get Dinamo’s players on the field. . . 25 minutes 
late. 

Leo Lang, the English-speaking marketing manager 
of Dinamo said later: “The country's flag must be 
honoured. We were all very upset at what happened.” 

Other Dinamo officials pointed out that, when 
Australia were in Zagreb last November, they were 
treated with maximum respect and hospitality. (Very 
true.) They said they did not expect to be insulted when 
bast came to this country.

Yet it is probably unfair to make these comparisons 
because circumstances were so different in Zagreb, Sydney 
and Canberra.

In Sydney, the Dinamo players must have been stiff 
following their long plane trip from their homeland. But 
the light rain which fell probably helped the tour team 
because it took some of the heat out of a hot night. 
Conditions in Canberra were oppressively hot. This 
handicapped Dinamo, according to coach Blazevic, but it 
didn’t do much to help the Australian players either. 
One thing which must be said about Dinamo’s first two 
tour matches here is that the memories of Zagreb last 
November, and a crushing defeat for the Socceroos, have 
been virtually erased. 
Perhaps national coach Rudi Gutendorf was being too 
pessimistic when he stated in Zagreb: “There is no way an 
‘Australian team — in any conditions — can beat a team 
with the ability of Dinamo Zagreb.” 
Well, NSW, coached by Rale Rasic, DID beat them. 
And Gutendorf’s Australians, NEARLY beat them. 
Gutendorf, who was under severe pressure with the 
spectre of a successful Rasic rire els his shoulder, was 
delighted with the 3-3 draw in Canberra but disappointed 
he did not get a clear win. : 
Tt was there for the taking when exceptional first-half 
goals from Alan Davidson and Peter Sharne shot the home 
team into a surprise 2-0 half-time lead. 
During that first 45 minutes, the Australian XI revealed 
the benefits of their week in camp in Canberra, looking 
quick and sharp in all they did. 
But it was too good to last. In the opening 22 minutes of 
the second half, the Croatians surged into attack, playing 
coe eli football, and pulled back three goals for a 
-2 lead. 
__ Justice was served when substitute John Spanos banged 
in the equalising goal 12 minutes from the end after 
joalkeeper Stincic dropped a centre from Sharne at his 
feet. 

Gutendorf was thrilled by his team’s showing. He said:

EDITORIAL 


Australia’s national coach, Rudi Guten- 
dorf, has had to suffer more than his share of 
criticism since returning from that so- 
controversial tour of Europe and Asia. 

Rudi has been accused of upsetting foreign 
Soccer officials, of peer the squad to 
virtually mutiny, of introducing tactics which 
the players could not accept, and also of 
imposing a code of harsh discipline which will 
never be tolerated by Australian sporting 
teams. 

Many of these accusations are valid - and 
Rudi would be the first to admit that he is no 
saint. Indeed he “a a rel ith ene controv-

°RUSTRAL IN SOCCER WEEKLY has one 
particular complaint about Rudi Gutendorf on 
tour...and it concerns his use, or abuse, of 
substitutes while the squad was overseas. 

In several tour games, Australia had a whole 
battery of reserve players on the bench. Not as 
Spectators but as substitutes. At times it 
became quite bewildering as this Pare or 
that was hauled off the pitch and afresh man 
was ushered on as a replacement. 

We do not suggest that the Australian coa- 
ch was the only offender. It is normal for the 
coach of each team to confer on the use of 
substitutes before kick-off. And most coaches 
of teams met on the tour were every bit as 
reid @s Gutendorf to abuse the substituion 
rule. 

Which prompts the question....is there, in 
fact, ANY rule ? 

There certainly should be. 

Although all the matches were classed as 
friendly fixtures. this should not give the 
coaches free license to introduce as many as 
four, five or six subs during the course of the 
90 minutes. 

It is an insult to spectators who pay good 
money to watch a football match - not a 
training session in which experiments are 
made simply to satisfy the two coaches. 

Let us not forget that several tour matches 
were classified as “A” internationals and, as 
such,were presumably sent to FIFA where 
they are recorded for posterity. 

@ such match was played in Athens 
between Greece and Australia. It was handied 
for television by our old friend Hugh Johns. 
When the game ended, Johns confessed : 
“That's the first time I've ever done a com- 
mentary on a Soccer match involving 31 
players!” And Hugh Johns has been in the 
commentating business for many years.

Since | came from England to take up 
the epalniment as manager at the Syd- 
ney Olympians Club, most people have 
asked me two questions; one was fairly 
obvious concerning my move from the 
strongest League competition in the 
world to Australia. 

Before I get to the second, I'll briefly reply; in 
England, Scotland or Wales if you get to manage one of 
the great clubs, you are half way towards achieving 
success. 

Professional attitudes are there, and there is very little 
need to get involved in most aspects of the game. 

However, we all differ in our coaching methods and 
application, and that is an area which I enjoyed very 
much in England. I have managed Chelsea, Manches- 
ter United, Scotland and Queens Park Rangers. 

Coaching and managing those sides was far easier 
than taking on a completely new team, one that I have 
never seen before. But it was a challenge I could not 
resist. I created a side at Chelsea, having to completely 
overhaul the shape of the side and was very successful. 
Many years of a fair amount of success followed, but 
Chelsea will always stay in my heart a team that I 
CREATED. 

T have seen very little since arriving in Australia that 
will remind me of those days in 1962 at Chelsea. The 
side is a little disappointing at the moment and a lot of 
work will have to go into the development of our game 
to make up for lack of craft and skill of the top side. My 
players, reading this column, should not take a a dim 
view of their coach openly commenting on their skills. 

It is the ability of the player to give me his best not 
only in one or two games, not only at home, but all the, 
ee: Cheats I do not accept and will not tolerate in my 
side. 

Eighteen years have lapsed since I went to Chelsea 
and the offer from Sydney Olympic was the tonic I 
needed. I know that I do not have the same material as 
I had at Chelsea. There are no Ospoods, Bonettis, 
Harris's, Houseman’s, Tambling’s and Co. But I didn’t 
expect to find them anyway. 

Now to the second question.

The 1980 European ‘Footballer of the Year”, Karl-Heinz Rummenigge, won the award by 
a record margin. The West German ace gave an interview recently to the influential 
“France Football” and here we reproduce excerpts. 


Q. If you had to pick the top players in Europe last year 
who would you choose? 

A. Breitner, Schuster, Hansi Muller, Kaltz, Platini and 
Ceulemans. Please excuse me if I pick so many Germans, 
but to me it just seems to logical. 


Q. How do you explain Ba ent Jotorn tanaon 
A. Firstly, yr the intelligent work of our coach i 
ia judges wel vpn! to peel: introduce younger 
ers in place of tl ‘ones; also younger manage- 
oy which was needed, has born fruit much faster than 
‘one imagined possible, On the other hand, the influence of 
Paul Breitner has been decisive. He is a remarkable 
footballer who would surely be rated amongst Europe’s 
top players were he still a part of the German national 
team. 


Q. How do you explain the recovery and success of West 
Germany’s national team? 

A. Because all the clubs, Bayern in particular, were 
overhauled and rejuvenated following the World Cup in 
Argentina. It should also be added that Mr Derwall has 
changed the style and, above all, the atmosphere and 
mentality of the team while us at the same time 
more freedom and responsibilities. 

Q. Have you received offers to play abroad? 

A. Obviously. Firstly, last January, Juventus offered me 
a wonderful contract. Then, in Italy during the European 
Championship, Torino, Roma and Barcelona were even 
more generous. But Bayern gave me certain guarantees 
and with the support of some sponsors I made up my mind 
to stay in Munich until 1985. I am happy in my home 
country and there are so many things | would like to

THE “GOLD CUP" 
ANALYSED BY GINO DE LA SCERRI 


The hastily-arranged ‘Gold Cup’, that seems to have 
originated as an afterthought, was won by Uruguay who 
defeated 2-1 in the final in Montevideo. 


The elite members of the exclusive World Cup winners Club were all present with the 
notable exception of England who, sticking to tradition, decided they could not let club 
matters take second place to the needs of the national team. 

England’s vacant berth was sportingly filled by Holland, who have never won a World 


Cup. 

Bat Holland, dis ingly called “la Naranja Exprimida”, the Squashed Orange, 
(from the colour of their jerseys), by the local aficionados after an unflattering 2-0 defeat 
at the hands of the U: ans, did not prove a worthy substitute for England, and their 
embittered coach, Col Zwartkruis, echoing his own words at the conclusion of Europa ’80, 
admitted that the Dutch team no longer comprise such greats as Neeskens, Van Hanegan, 
and the other players that twice in succession took Holland to the World Cup Final, in 
1974 and 1978. 

Uruguay followed their win over Holland with another against Italy whom they 
defeated by the identical score. The Italians retaliated against the rough tactics of the host 
team, losing a match they could easily have sewn up in the first half by at least a three-goal 


margin.

Summing-up the whole 
incident-packed tour, it 
must be said that Austra- 
lia’s World Cup prepara- 
tions received more set- 
backs than encouragement. 

The object of the exer- 
cise was to sort out the top 
11 players and give them 
regular match practice in an 
attempt to weld them into a 
cohesive unit. 

That object was NOT 
achieved. 

Far from having a settled 
side capable of taking on 
the rest of Asia in the 
World Cup eliminations, 
the 1981 Australian nation- 
al team is again in the melt- 
ing pot.
